Late from Somerset. 

The correspondent of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, writing from Somerset, Jan. 12, 
details the following interesting facts : 

Last night a good reliable man came in 
from Clsibirne county. East Tennessee. Be 
left heme on the night of the 6th of this 
month. The secessionists are pillaging, and 
destroying, and playing (he devil generally 
in that section. The families of the men 
who have already oome to Kentuoky, and 
are enlisted in the Union army, are objects 
of espeoial interest to the lawless scoundrels. 
A party of them visited the house of E. E 
Jsnes, now a Captain in the 2d Regiment, one 
morning just at day, and roused his fami'y, 
consisting of a wife and several daughters. 
They stripped the house dean of every- 
thing in the shape of wearing apparel, 
blankets, bedclothes, and took the cooking 
utensils. They abused Mrs. Jones and 
her daughters all the time, using the 
! most disgraceful language, and bestowing 
upon her husband, now in the "Liicolni e 
army," the most oppiobrions epithets In 
the search, while ransacking the house, the 
devils found a small flag of our country. 
They seized it, drew a picture on it to repre- 
sent Captain Jones, fastened it to a pole, 
and shot it through and through. Then 
they took it down and tossed it into the 
house to Mrs. Jones, saying, "That’s the 
way we will serve your d d tory hus- 

band,” and departed, taking their plnnder 
and two fine horses with them. Not being 
satisfied with this little episode, the seces- 
sion hellions visited the house of another 
Union man living near by, an old man, 
gTay-haired and feeble, with declining 
i yeare, whose principal fault was in having 
a son in the army in Kentucky. They found 
the old manat breakfast. They abused and 
insulted him, and male him msroh oat 
into the middle of the road, and get down 
upon his knees in the mud and offer up a 
prayer for the success of Jeff. Davis and 
the Southern Confederacy. These are only 
two instances — there are such and worse 
occurring every day, in East Tennessee 
They are not the production of an ezoited 
imagination. There are good, reliable men 
to back them, and they are facie. 

This man came here by the way of Lon- 
don He says there are between one hun- 
dred and fifty and two hundred Tennesseans 
at that place, re.dy to join the Second 
Regiment, but do not know whether to 
come here or remain where they are. What 
will they do for armj? There are not 
arms enough to supply the men who have 
already enlisted in the regiment, who are 
hers. 

The news as to the movements of seces- 
sion troops confirms the reports betore 
brought in. There are no troops in the 
mountain districts of East Tennessee. There 
are some eight hundred at the "Gap," and 
a good part of them sick. There are no 
troops at Knoxville, though Floyd’s brigade 
passed through that place on the railroad, 
on its way to join Buckner, at Bowling- 
green. From the best and most reliable 
information, there were four regiments in 
the brigade. Hib force can be safely esti- 
mated at two thousand men. There is not 
a regiment in the Southern army with more 
than seven hundred and fifty in it, then de- 
duct the sick, and those unfit for duty, and 
it will net leave an aggregate ef over five 
hundred men to a regiment. 

The rumors that have been afloat here for 
two or three days, that Zilliooffer has re- 
ceived heavy reinforcements from Virginia, 
must neoessariiy be false; for they oould not 
get to him from that quarter, and it is pre- 
posterous to suppose that he has been rein- 
forced from any other quarter — for there are 
no troops to tpare from any other quarter. 
The Seoessionists are nearly as bad scared 
os we are. 

Still Depending oh England and Cot- 
ton. — Some of the leading organs of Jeff. 
Davis arc still holding out the hope of Eng- 
lish intervention in their behalf in order 
to secure, ^^hern cotton If the Confed- 

erate armieV, th«*y say, will only hold their 
own till June, England will surely oome to 
their rescue; for she will not be able to wait 
any longer for her ootton. Then, as she 
must, she will havo her ootton. For our 
part, we think it altogether probable that 
John Bull will be up to his eyes in Southern 
cotton by June, but that it will all pass into 
his hands under the old flag of the Union, 
at every point along the coast, from 
Charleston to New Orleans. Before the 
end of January we suepeot that Jeff. 
Davis himself will be thinking of the ad- 
vantages of a trip to England.

His 
instructions to the representatives of the 
Federal Government at the various courts 
of Europe, though characterized as a whole 
by a firm adheTeace to that venerable maxim 
of American policy — "friends with all, 
allies with none,” — exhibit individually an 
admirable adaption to the particular cir- 
cumstances of the power it is designed to

After all the bragging and boasting of the 
Secessionists as to what they would accom- 
plish this time, in their second invasion of 
Eastern Kentucky — and of the impregnable 
position Marshall was occupying at Paints- 
ville, and of the large numbers he had under 
him — it appears that they have again stam- 
peded a la PikeviUe style! It is doubtful, 
however, whether they will escape as easy 
this time as they did the last. 

It appears from all the accounts we can 
gather that Col. Bowles, of the Second Vir- 
ginia Cavalry, with a small force, made a 
reconnoissance of Marshall’s position on the 
7th ; and, three miles west of Paintsville, 
came upon a portion of the enemy under 
command of Capt. Shawban, of Harrison 
oonnty, when, after a short BkirmiBh, the 
latter were routed, with a loss of six killed, 
fourteen wounded, and seven prisoners. 
The rebels fled to their oamp, where they 
produced a perfect panic. The names ef 
the prisoners are reported as Enoch Pen 
gram, W. L. Calhonn, Shawhan, McClure, 
Janes, and two Bowens, father and son. The 
loss of Col. Bowles was two killed— privates 
MoKee and Leonard, both of the Second 
Virginia Cavalry — and one wounded. 

Col. Bowles, after burying the dead, re- 
turned, when, on the day following, Col. 
Garfield sent forward 300 picked infantry 
and 900 cavalry to pursue. When they 
came to Paintsville they fonnd the rebels 
had fled — burning and destroying nearly 
everything that was oaloulated to impede 
their hasty and rapid flight. They followed 
in pursuit, but at this writing, Wednesday 
morning, nothing farther has been heard. 

It woo said in Paintsville that Marshall 
told his men that their chances to saooeed 
were hopeless, and left it to them whether 
they should surrender, fight or retreat, and 
that they voted the latter. It was supposed 
they were trying to make their way into 
Virginia oat of the Pound Gap. But before 
they are likely to get there, our forces will 
be upon them, when we anticipate a terri- 
ble and bloody oonfliot. Marshall’s foroe 
is 3,000, and in a miserable and demoralized 
condition — little less than a mob of so many 
men. 

LATER. 

Particulars or thr Grand Batfli. — 
Since the above was in type onr friend Wm 
Craig and another gentleman have oome in 
from above and bring us the glorious news 
of a succesefnl battle and the oompleteront 
of the enemj! They were both in the 
battle — Craig doing servioe as an independ- 
ent cavalry man, and is a gentleman per- 
fectly reliable. It appears that Col. Gar. 
field himself headed the 900 cavalry, and 
with this foroe oame upon the enemy two 
miles above PreBtonabnrg. When Marshall 
discovered the presence of the cavalry he 
posted himself on a range of hills in the 
woods and opened fire upon them with his 
small oannon, of which he had four, bat 
which were bo badly managed that they only 
plowed the sand away off from onr men 
With his 900 oavalry Garfield fought the 
3,000 of Msrshall’s men for two fall hoars, 
at the end of which time his looked for re - 
inforcements of infantry came gillantly to 
the rescue. The battle now lasted with 
increased vigor for two hours more, at which 
time night came and fighting ceased by 
mutual oonsent. Our men slept on their 
arms with the expectation of renewing the 
oontest in the morning, but when morning 
came it was discovered the enemy had fled 
in the most rapid haste. The enemy’s 
killed and wsnnded was estimated between 
two and three hundred.

A Shootieo Scraps is 2d Kentucky 
Regiment *3C%st evening a difficulty occur* 
red between MoChesney, 21 Lieut, in Com- 
pany H, and Orderly 8ergeant Soanlan, in 
company E, which most probably will result 
in the death of the latter. 

The difficulty, as we learn from head 
quarters, occurred in the following man- 
1 ner : 

Soanlan, who is said to be an unruly 
fellow, returned to camp yesterday evening 
drunk, and kicked up a quarrel with a 
corporal. Information reaching Colonel 
Sedgewiek, the latter ordered him to be 
arrested, when he turned upon the Colonel 
and knooked him down. Colonel 8., in 
torn, seising a stiok, knooked Soanlan 
down, and ordered him to be tried. This 
was done by the assistance of Lieut. MoChes- 
ney. Not long afterwards, Soanlau man- 
aged to loose, obtained a pistol, and 
went into MoChesney’s tent. The Lieuten- 
ant, knowing him to be a quarrelsome fel- 
low, ordered him out, when he drew hie pie 
tol and fired, the ball parsing through the 
Lieutenant's left hand, and shattering his 
fiogers; but he immediately drew his re- 
volver and fired three times — one ball 
entering Scanlan’s head near the left eye, 
the other two striking him in the face. He 
was then conveyed to the hospital, but 
there is no prospeot that ho will live. 

Soanlan, according to the artioles of war, 
had rendered himself liable to be shot for 
knocking Colonel Sedgewiek down, and 
Lieutenant MoChesney was but carrying 
out the line of his duty in putting down a 
mutinous spirit on its first appearance.

St. Louis, Jan. 17. — Navigation is entire- 
ly suspended here, in consequence of a 
gorge of ice twenty miles below the city, 
extending to a point some distanoe above 
town. 

Troops are now being sent to Cairo by 
railroad, but their advance is materially 
retarded by inadequate means of crossing 
the river here, the ferry boat not being able 
to run and the ice not yet being sufficiently 
strong to bear a heavy weight. The weath- 
er is moderating, however, and the pros» 
peels of a speedy opening of the river are 
fair. 

General Price, member eleot from the Sth 
distrioi, left for Washington to-day. 

No person will hereafter be allowed to 
leave the city until his baggage has been 
searched by officers appointed for the pur* 
pose, and the trunks sealed. 

Some of our papers are ventilating the 
antecedents of the newly appointed Senator 
from Missouri. 

New Yobk, Jan. 17. — A Harrisburg let- 
ter of the lfiLh states that General Williams 
is in command of four Union regiments and 
three 12 pounder Parrott guns. 

Small bodies are scattered along the river 
thenoe to Cumberland 
At New oreek, near Cumberland, there 
are four regiments, while 7,600 or 8,000 
men are at Patterson’s creek, eight miles 
below Cumberland. 

General Kelly is at Cumberland. He has 
three field batteries, besides heavy pieces in 
position. 

The rebel General Jackson ia near both, 
with 15,000 men and 27 guns. 

Tbe Ohio and Indiana troops express a 
warm desire for Roseor&ns to be pat in com- 
mand at Cumberland, and say that with 
30,000 men he would whip Jackson, take 
Winchester, and turn the right Hank of 
Mannassas within a fortnight. 

Washington, Jan. 17 . — Special to Evening 
Post . — The Committee on Ways and Means 
is bnsily engaged to-day in the consideration 
of fiuanoial plans. The oommittee is under 
stood to adhere to the projeots of an inoome 
tax, notwithstanding the vigorous opposition 
which that measure has encountered. The 
general banking law was discussed by the 
oommittee this morning. The result of the 
deliberations has not been announoed. It 
is believed that the new tariff bill will 
reduoe the free list, and greatly inoreaae 
the duties on spices, pepper, and similar 
artioles. 

Senator Wilson this morning introduoed 
into the Senate a new bill in relation to the 
offioe of army sutlers. It abolishes the 
offices ia all oases exoept those at military 
. poets, and proposes that the commissariat 
of the general army shall furnish artioles 
1 to the regiment at 10 per cent, profit. 

Nkw Yonk, Jan. 17. — Robert 8. Oakley, 

' President of the National Bank Note Com« 
pany, died yesterday. 

Advices from Port Royal state that an 
expedition towards 8avaanah was supposed 
‘ to be in progress. Reconnoitering parties 
have proceeded beyond Tybee Island, with 
apparatus for removing obstructions from 
rivers and creeke south of 8avannah river. 
It is understood that the land foiee would 
oonsist of 10,000 men, and Warsaw Inlet 
would be th* best destination of the expe- 
dition. The railroad is progressing across 
Hilton Head Island. 

Cairo, January 17. — Advioes from Cape 
Qirat dean state that the expedition which 
left here for Dalit* and Bloomfield, returned 
this morning, bringing 28 prisoners, and 
among them Capt. Day, of Jeff. Thompson’s 
army. 

Reports from Paducah say that heavy 
cannonading was heaid up tbe Tennessee 
river this morning.
